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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: a) the 35 USC 103 rejection is maintained for 
reasons of record in the Office Action mailed 7/22/03, Paper No. 8; b) Applicant argues, "The present invention excludes crystalline fatty 
acid and barrier ingredient, rather achieving retinoid stability with the specified polymeric emulsifier system". This argument is not 
persuasive. As pointed out in the previous Office Action, absent a clear indication in the specification or claims of what basic and novel 
characteristics are, "consisting essentially of. Applicant has the burden of showing that the introduction of additional steps or component 
would materially change the characteristics of Applicant's invention. The Examiner respectfully points out that Applicant has provided no 
evidence or scientific rationale showing that additional ingredients, such as those required by Habif et al., would materially affect the 
instantly claimed composition. The Examiner additionally points out that the Examples in the instant specification do not appear to consis 
essentially of a retinoid solubilized in a fluid oil and a polymeric emulsifier. Additionally, it is not understood how the composition consists 
essentially of a retinoid solubilized in a fluid oil and a polymer emulsifier, but can further comprise a humectant or an elastomer or a 
volatile silicone oil. How can the composition consist essentially of, when it comprises additional ingredients? .
